Two flights were m ade at 
Fort Myer, the first being of IO min­ 
utes and 50 seconds duration, for the 
purpose of showing what rate of speed 
he had been traveling during his long 
flights of the past three days.

test dem onstrated, according to the 
aviator’s calculations, that th e speed 
of tho aeroplane during the record­ 
breaking flights of W ednesday and 
T hursday was 39.55 miles an hour. 
Before m aking the first flight Mr.

“I w ant to m ake a flight of about 
ten m inutes in order to see how my 
present speed compares with what I 
made at K ittyhawk, N. C.
